Rally at Albany, Georgia, on Labor Day, September 3^ 1962. 

All groups present were asked to help obtain a large attendance 
at this rally.

to get permission to hold segregation meetings. He stated the 
group should get people who are not known as Klan smen to 
secure meeting places under other names. | | stated that

JAMES R. VENABLE made a talk concerning secrecy and 
of informants within the Klan organization.

An article from the February 21, 1963, issue of the 
Washington Post and Times Herald indicates that the Greenville News 
on February 20, 1963, reported that efforts were being made to 
revive a renamed Ku Klux Klan "with table manners." The article 
mentioned that Mississippi Governor Ross Barnett might address 
an organizational meeting of the group. Governor Barnett said he had 
received no such speaking invitation. 

The article further set forth leaders of the State Klan 
in South Carolina are trying to "don a cloak of respectability 
and make a comeback through a ’front organization* to be called 
the ’Majority Citizens League.’ 

Bureau files show that at a state meeting of the Association 
of South Carolina Klans at West Columbia, South Carolina:, in 
November, 1962, plans were made to reorganize the "Majority Citizens 
League" as a front for that klan organization. The Majority Citizens 
League consists of klansmen who are members of Klavern Number 335 
of the Association of South Carolina Klans located in West Columbia, 
South Caroliam.
